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TAX BILL COMPLAINTS 
GET PRIVATE HEARING 


First Editor Recalls Cooperator Start 




It was announced to the citizens id>o speared at 
the bearing scheduled for tax complaints UondsQr 
erening that indlrldual cases would be considered 
privately in Mr. Braden's office, with the Council 
sitting as a board of review. Mayor Maurer e3q}laln- 
ed to the assenbled gproup of dissatisfied tax-pay¬ 
ers, about 20 in number, that the Council had de- 
siiijai that since a property assessment was more or 
less a personal matter, hearings should be private. 
Objee^on was raised by several citizens, who felt 
that the whole matter should be aired in public dls- 
cttsslon. Mayor Maurer pointed out that the ordi-' 
nanoe had been passed at an open meeting of the 
Council (August 14) and that suggestions for a re¬ 
vised system would not be to the point till the 
matter should come up again next year to be voted 
iqwn. 

Mr. Braden stated that the tax rate of 2.1153 
cents per hundred was set on the basis of a Farm 
Security assesement on '#iat it cost to run the team. 
169,2^ of this amount was paid by Farm Security, 
and It was estimated that the personal property tax 
would taring in $3,059. Actually, if the Qreenbelt 
p repe r t y taxes are paid 100^, they will amount to 
only $2150. Mr. Braden expressed the opinion that 
the personal proper^ tax system was subject to 
abuse itoen it was left up to individuals to fill out 
their own returns, and said he would reconnend to 
the Connell that assessors be hired next year to 
visit evary hone and evaluate the property. 

There mere aeveral ccnplaints about the unfair 
burden of taxation on car owners. As a car cmner, 
Mr. Braden agreed, adding that a graduated income 
tex would be the most equitable arrangement. This 
fora of taxation, however. Is Illegal in the State 
of Maryland. Mr. Braden expressed approval of the 
sales tax as he has seen it worked out in West 71z>- 
glnia. A certain farm in this state was taxed $280 
before the salea tax was passed, and only had to pay 
$24.80 whan the tex was in effect. Ur. Braden 
elelned the oonsvaaer did not notice the extra petu¬ 
nias paid on purchases in the stores, but admitted 
the nolsanee of carrying them aroxind.

This year Farm 
Saeurlty sent no money for town expenses till the 
tseC-rate had been set.

In announcing Miss Hoffman's resignation, Sulo 
Laakso, manager of the Greenbelt Consumer Services, 
stated that her work here, iVilch was no small task 
because she had to "start from scratch", was deeply 
appreciated and ;hat die would be cdseed very much. 

Mies Hoffloan probably will be best remembered as 
the organizer ofWie Better Buyers Club of Greenbelt. 
However, she has been busily engaged in sponsoring 
other activities he re in line with her work. In 
close cooperation with the Education Sub-connlttee 
of the Cooperative Organizing Cammlttee, Mies Hof- 
man was instrunental in or^nizingaid seeing throng 
to a successful completion both of Qreenbelt'e 
annual Co-op Institutes. 

She was also active in arranging and directing 
the discussion prograns of the Comalttee of 40. 
This cotmslttee, composed of the membere of the eight 
sub-conEiittees of the C.O.C., until recently held 
monthly discussion meetings idilch gave members of 
the Ccxanlttee of 40 a better understanding of coop¬ 
erative principles and local cooperative problems. 

One of Miss Hofftaan's Jobs was the organizing of 
idiat was popularly known aa the Nei^borhood Nl^te. 
These were meetings of appraxlmately a dozen nei^- 
bors in one of their homes for the purpose of dls- 
cnasing the proposed cooperative here. These 
neighborhood galiierlngs were continued until all 
residents of Greenbelt had had eui op;>ortunlty to be 
included. 

Miss Hoffman's educational work has not been con¬ 
fined to adults, however. One of her first and most 
popular achievements was the orgenlzatlon of the 
"Gun Drop Co-op" for the children at the elementary 
school. 

In connection with her Better Biyers dub activi¬ 
ties, Miss Hoffman Mas assembled a valuable coUeo- 
tion of Informative material regarding such caimrodl- 
tles as eggs, meats, hosiery, and so on. 

Miss Hoffman will remain in toiwi at least until 
after the holidays.

Sven before rugs were down or eurtelns hung up la 
their hones, Qreenbelt's first hundred families b^ 
gen frateniizlng, planning ooiominlty meetiage, die— 
cussing town polities, waiting anxloualjr for the 
opening of a Co-op store, and hoping that a town 
newspaper would ^ipear. 

Opened for occupancy on October 1, 1937, by mld- 
Novaaber the town bad new civic groups blossoming 
out like daisies in Maytlme. Two citizens had dram 
up petitions and obtained signatures to "start a co¬ 
operative weekly* and one—R. S. Sowell —had i»- 
dustrloualy created a "duany", showing an attractive 
front-page design, with figures, lines, and typo¬ 
graphical suggestions neatly worked out. 

Naturally, in an atmosphere of this sort, some¬ 
thing had to be done to find a medium for public ex¬ 
pression, and to establish a permanent record of the 
life and character of our town. For this reason, a 
meeting of the Oreenbelt Journalistic Club was held 
on November 11 when fifteen original members unani¬ 
mously agreed to sponsor the Greenbelt Cooperator. 

"Qreenbelt's Own Newspaper" Volume 1, Number 1 
burst upon the scene November 24, 1937, eocactly 13 
days after the first club meeting. Bearing a variety 
of local items, the green pages of the Cooperator 
started one Sally Rand on the way to National prom¬ 
inence again when her letter appeared in print with 
a confeaalon regarding her perpLaxlty, end obvious 
enbarrassment, over the use of a "brazen outdoor 
elothesllne". Sally confided that she had "always 
dried little tid-bltp-of wearing apparel on the tow¬ 
el raidc in the bathreom" and when she ventured out¬ 
doors for the first time in Qreedbelt to hang up 
her clothes *for the benefit of all the men" ehe 
fled into the house to hide her crimeon face in 
shame. Ih due time, of course, Sally adjusted her¬ 
self to Qreenbelt's "great open spaces". 

IKLth a memory that proved almost uneany. Town 
Manager Roy S. Braden could remaBber the first nams 
of* practically every (AiUd in Qreenbelt—and he 
continued to do this, remooberlng the names of par¬ 
ents as well—until about the 396th family moved 
in——and then "his technique broke down. The first 
issue of the Cooperator announced that 169 famllias 
had taken up resldenoe in Greenbelt! 

Copyreaders, reporters, and technical staff, 
pliaig^ into the buslnese of getting cut a non-profit 
news weekly with unflagging seal. The first issue 
of the Cooperator—as well as succeeding copies ap¬ 
peared in mimeogr^hed form for about a year, aftw 
which numerous inq^vements in production were ef¬ 
fected. The first issue of 16 pages carried only 
one advertisement—a full page for Oreenbelt Cem- 
sumer Services, Inc. 

The flret staff of the paper had turned in reports 
on the first grocery Co-op, the progress of our gas¬ 
oline station, Qreenbelt's youngest citizen—oontlV' 
old Sonja Fulmer, the Thanksgiving Dance and the 
policies of the Cooperator. The first editorial 
declared that "life in Oreenbelt is no accident. It 
is the result of foresight, careful planning, and 
engineering skill. If it isn't e cooBomlty for fi¬ 
nancial gain, it la a town for the airictiaent of 
life, and for the encouragement of better housing in 
America." 

Mary E. Van Cleave timed in an article on "We 
Pioneers* whldi still stands as a classic among 
Qreenbelt letters, revealing toe heart and spirit of 
this tom. Tha statement was widely quoted by the 
metropolitan press at the time. Ih this same issue 
were printed reports concerning the election of of¬ 
ficers of the QreeiheLt Citizens Association, and 
the American Legion Post'a petition for a charter. 

A note appea*ed regarding re creation here, infor- 
nmtion about a new student council, md other mat¬ 
ters about Qreenbelt's school with its 94 pupils 
md six teachers. The names and platfarms of 12 
candidates for Town Council were given. Mention is 
made of the service available at Greenbelt's Poet 
Office. The first gun was fired on the very contro¬ 
versial subject of Qreenbelt's transportation head¬ 
ache by Robert R. (Transportation) Porter. 

In this first Cooperator 1 b ue, which is now re¬ 
graded as a coveted collsctcr's item in some quar¬ 
ters, you lean how George W. Bradford received an 
invitation to speak about "Cooperative Qiterprises 
In Greenbelt* before a group of Gecrge Washington 
Utaiverslty students. (W* still wonder if Gecrge got 
that ^eech off his chest.) 

You learn, too, that MRS. (BlESfBELT gave premise 
of being an aleirt, enterprising, modern woman. With 
the help of Annls Murdock, Fannie Scheln, Sheila 
Cone, Ruth Falls,Ruth Hayes, and Dorotly Rider,(four 
last nanid are no longer in Greenbelt) we were get¬ 
ting our first news on bridge clubs, girl soonta, 
hotsehold hints, and even hraorous sketches about 
"Cooperative Bachelors* iho lived with Robert Jacot^ 
sen, first general nmnager of Co-ops here. 

Ae the first issue of the Cooperator went to 
presa, one h^pUy recalla hurried conferences,bang¬ 
ing typewriters, imllghbed streets, and walks, now 
friendly neighbors, the hard work and gcxid cheer of 
Rae S. Sowell, first secretary of the paper, and toe 
tireless devotion of Webater W. UcAchren, technical 
advisor of the otaff, whoee only tools consisted of 
his head, his faithful ruler and the blade pencil. 

With the copy typed into a "dimLiy" it was placed

On Race Issue 

In protest against the attitude of racial intol¬ 
erance taken by George 0*Brien, comnander of the 
Qreenbelt Post of the American legion, I^on G. Ben¬ 
efiel, Tico-conmander, submitted his resignation at 
a meeting of the post last week. 

The contents of the letter of resignation, handed 
to Adjutant Hoy Bell, were not made public; however, 
it is understood Vr. Benefiel pointed out that, in 
view of his election to the Cooperative Organizing 
Ccmlttee and the publicly expressed opposition of 
his superior officer to one of the basic principles 
of a cooperative, he could no,, longer retain his of¬ 
ficial position in the Legion. Toe Legion has not 
yet accepted the resignation. 

At a meeting of the post a week ago members re- 
questad that Ur. O'Brien write a letter to the Co- 
operator which would explain that he was not rep¬ 
resenting the American Legion when he made his race 
issue statement at the Citizens' Association meet¬ 
ing. It was re.iorted that the Legion would issue 
an official statement of its attitude on the ques¬ 
tion of discrimination against Negroes raised by 
Mr. O'Brien, but up to a late hour Monday evening 
this had not been received.

To the creators of the Greenbelt Cooperator we 
an owe a heavy debt of gratitude. On this, our 
second anniversary it is well to roiind ourselwes of 
the work they did and the vision they had. 

It is no easy task for professional Journalists 
to set up a successful paper In any small toTm. A 
paper for this brand new town with its coanutlne 
population of Washington woricers posed special ob¬ 
stacles. 

Problems of financing, circulation,make-up, staff 
organization and policy were met by the founders 
without ouch help l^m outside examples oi previous 
experience. A dmaocratlc, cooperative coionunlty 
newspaper was a new and untried step. Ihe whole 
thing was an experiment but it was conceived in 
steadfast faith. 

These two years that followed the first is.sue 
have been years of further experimenting. Every¬ 
thing but the name and the policy have been changed 
as successive editors and staffs sought adulthood 
for the infant publication. The several dianges in 
form and content reflect the influence of the demo¬ 
cratic control as vtirlous ideas and opinions strove 
for recognition. It is important to remember that 
the entire population of Qrewibelt controls the Co- 
operator through the Journalistic Club in erder to 
evaluate the paper's place in the comnunity. 

The decision made in September to distribute a 
copy of the Cooperator to every family in Greenbelt 
brou^t new financial problems ihlch were solved by 
putting the entire cost of the paper on the adver¬ 
tisers. Citizens have responded well to thekt- 
creaaed need for buying from Cooperator advertisers^ 
and the coa^Hete town distribution can be continued. 

Our latest change is the new format we have 
with this issue. Faced with the pressure of more 
news than we could publlah, the staff put the former 
center margins to work by doubling the size of the 
page. The proposal was unanimously approved by the 
75 Journalistic Club ir«nbers who attended last Fri¬ 
day's birthday party. 

We hopie the rest of the readers will ai^ove the 
new size. New ideas will continue to be incorporat¬ 
ed from time to time with Club approval during the 
coming year as we move forvfard towards our concep¬ 
tion of *at this paper would be in order to ad- 
e<]uately serve Greenbelt. 

The one thing that will not be changed-the one 

feature that should never he changed-in the poli¬ 

cy. So long as our publication regains free from 
control of any one individual or special-interest 
group this can continue to be a non-profit entei^ 
prise, non-partisan in politics, neutral in religi¬ 
ous matters, and an open forum for civic affairs.

At the beginning of this school year this depart¬ 
ment recoonended to parents that children with colds 
running noses and ears, and rashes be kept at home 
until a physician decided they were non-contagious.

As a result there 
has been better general health in the school, and 

the general attendance will prove to be better. We 
urge continuation of this policy in order to keep on: 
children in the best possible health. 

Any child can get, after an Illness,a certificate 
of i«-adi3lsslon to the school tiy calling Ibis Depart¬ 
ment and arranging for a medical examination. We 
wish to emphasize that this will be done Dree of 
charge. 

Parents should remember that serious diseases or 
epldenics may start by allowing childroi with minor 
symptoms to come in contact with healthy children. 
A cold or a rmnlng nose may be the forerunner of 
whooping couf^, or measles or even more serious ill¬ 
ness which cannot be diagnosed with certainty in its 
early stages. A mUd sore throat may turn out to be 
diphtheria-a highly contagious dangerous disease. 

Your continued cooperation in this matter will 
ensure children healthy enough to get the full mea¬ 
sure of the education offered by our school system.

point of view he represents. Handled rightly I 
think we, the majority this time,can show the minor¬ 
ity the rightness of our position. But we must face 
our problems, together, if we are to solve them. 

Ih aqY caae we must allow oiu- minorities the 
rights to their own feelings, and the zi^t to ex- 
prese them. We can and should use our majority 
strength to control the action of the group, but we 
muet not, in the process, oondaan the members of the 
minority to oblivion. If we shut them up from speak¬ 
ing when we disagree with them, they may not speak 
out when their words m>uld prove agreeable, and peiv- 
haps vitally important,to us.

Fits, Not Tantrums 

In order to improve the fit of women's ready-made 
clothing and the size of patterns for women's gar¬ 
ments the United States Bureau of Home Economics is 
sponsoring a cooperative WPA project in which 58 
measurements used in clothing construction will be 
taken on women living in various f«rts of the coun¬ 
try, Work was started this month in Baltimore, and 
has been going on in Washington since the first <f 
October. Several of the Better Buyers groups, as 
well as the Greenbelt Mothers' Club, have been a;>- 
proached regarding appointments for fittings. 

No scientific stu^ cf bocfy measurements for siz¬ 
ing women's garments and patterns has ever been re¬ 
ported. 'fhe measurements now used have grown up in 
the industries,apparently chieflyly trial and error, 
based on measureiiieit.s taken on a few women by various 
inaccurate procedures. Garments labeled the sane 
size but made by different inanufacturers vary enor¬ 
mously and few of them fit without alteration. Women 
often liave to add to the price of ready-made clothes 
large additional sums for alterations, sometimes 


Better Buyers Argue 

At Ice Cream Hearings 

At least two Better Buyers groups took advantage 
of the open hearings on ice cream held at the Depairt- 
ment of Agriculture on November 16, It was the first 
of such hearings attended by the writer, and an in¬ 
tensely interesting affair it turned out to be. 
portant looking men, all pressed and polished, and 
with bulging brief cases,somewhat nervously (it seem¬ 
ed to me) asked for the floor from time to time, and 
testified, oh, so earnestly, that vanillin was the 
proper thing to make vanilla ice cream with, or that 
only pure fruit flavoring was used in peach flavor 
ice cream and it was silly of the consumers to miss 
the fresh peaches idilch mother used to put In the ice 
cream she made. And then they sat down, and lit a]>- 
other cigaret. A less imposing group, maabering per- 
haps ten,—two of them women with babies in their 
laps,—listened intently to everything that was Bid. 

A handsomely dressed woman, sporting the latest In 
finger-waves, manicures, a^ mink capes, rose to her 
feet. "I, for one, do not believe in penalizing Ijw 
dustry," she said, "and cannot see the necessity for 
standardization of products. As for strict laws 
garding labels, that's absurd. No women read the 
labels anyhow." The small, unimportant group of wo¬ 
men sat up straighter, and when the speaker had sat 
down, they looked quickly at each other. One woman 
handed her baby to her neighbor andzose to her feet. 
Hie chairman nodded at her and she began to speak, 
so much engrossed in what she was saying that she 
forgot to give her name to the secretary. For ap¬ 
proximately fifteen minutes, she talked about the 
stupidity of housewives who opened cans and fed 
their families out of them without reading labels, 
about the rise of oonsumer consciousness and the 
great need of g o vernment standardization. The chairs 
man nodded kindly to her as she took her seat. The 
fashionable lady and the manufacturing expeirts lit 
more clgarets and there was a short and uncomfortable 
silence. Another of the unimportant group ask¬ 
ed to be heard, and began to speak on the desirabi¬ 
lity of setting a miniinum of fresh fruit to be used 
in ice cream before it could be styled "Fresh fruit 
ice cream". A humorous note was struck by an expert 
who didn't intend it to be hianorous. When asked by 
a consumer irtiether his company used re-run Ice cream, 
as chocolateIhe day after it didn't sell as vanilla, 
he replied, "Madam, that is against the law." She 
asked him again whethe r his ccxipany did this, and he 
answered heatedly, "Madam, I think I said it was a— 
gainst the law. 1 meant the law in the District. I 
don't know what kind of laws you have in Qreenbeltl" 
The questioner approached one of Greenbelt's Better 
Buyers in the hall after adjournment ofttie hearings, 
and said, "Thanks for starting me off. I might not 
have spoken if you hadn't spoken first. And I'd like 
to add that I felt distinctly flattered that be 
should have taken me for a Greer.belter," 

When the writer left the building, a large number 
of important looking men were also coming «it,busily 
lighting cigarets.

Hie Bureau of Home Economics has jast coripleted 
and reported a study of the boefy measurements of 
147,000 children representative of all sections of 
the countrj'. The results have been accepted by the 
garment and pattern industries, and at the jiresent 
time representatives of national associations of 
these trade-- and of consumers are working under the 
auspices of the American Standards Association upon 
a proposed size standai-d based upon these results for 
the use of all industries concerned. In order to es¬ 
tablish representative sizes in women's clothing, 
10,000 women will submit to the tape measure. Weight 
and 58 rae.asurements will he taken on each woman. 
Hiese include all the measurements used in construct¬ 
ing garments worn on the trunk of the body. It will 
be impossible to include the measin’ements for the 
rlzlng of shoes, hats, and gloves, on account of the 
time required. The 58 measurements now included can 
be oor.pletod in 45 minutes. All measuring is to be 
done with calibrated instruments provided by the 
United States Bureau of Hoi.e Economics. (Too bad, 
men.

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Our Hospital: Part I 

[this Is the first of a series of three arti¬ 
cles about Qreenbelt's municipal hoqpltal. this 
one will deal with organization and derelc^xaentj 
a second Dill treat the personnel, equipment and 
serrlces of the hospital; and a third iiill dis¬ 
cuss the irajrs in nhich the comnunity serrssftie 
hospital and plans for its future*]| 

Contrary to popular belief the coaDDmlty hospital 
is an organization entirely seperate from the Qreen- 
balt Health Association. The hospital is a nnmlci- 
pal affair directed by and responsible to the Team 
Manager and the Council; the Health Association is 
run by and for its om menibers, an independent 0 roiq> 
of dtlsena. 

The hospital project was first officialljr brou^t 
up by M^ror Maurer at a meeting of the tonn council 
a year ago. There eas at the time a total of $2,000 
in unexpended ftinds from the 1938 tosm budget, and 
fifteen different groups and organisations were 
anxious for their share. After much discusad<x> pro 
and con, the Council voted to allot the sum in toto 
to the hospital. The commmlty need mas obvious; a 
high birth rate and a large number of children in 
the population subject to disease and injuries re¬ 
quiring emergency attention. 

The Health Association lent a helping hand to the 
project by offering to release for die hospital's use 
the block of houses at 30 Ridge Road elth the pro¬ 
vision that thsy might sublease from the town suf¬ 
ficient space for their offices. 0. Kline Fulmer 
and Hajrvey Vincent were given the task of converting 
two one-f-amlly units into a conveniently laid out 
hospital; they completed the plans by January. Re¬ 
modeling started on February 20, and the change most 
Joyfully commented upon the oonsmmlty at large 
was the repaint Job on the exterior walls. The or¬ 
iginal crushed raspberry tone was painted over with 
gleaming white, while ths trim was left Its original 
dark red; residents could not longer direct their 
friends to "the awful pink building—you can't miss 
Itl" An open house party for the citizens on the 
rainy Sunday of April 30, 1939 celebrated the hospd^ 
tal's opening. 

The hospital charter is patterned after the model 
Bsmicipal hoapltal charters of the Duke Fomdation 
and the American College of Surgeons. It stipulates 
that the Town Council act as the Board of Tnistaes 
and the policy-forming bo(fy of the hospital. The 
superintendent and the medical staff are directly 
accountable to the Tonei Manager and the Board of 
Trustees, and monthly meetings are held to consider 
problema relative to the hospital. 

The medical staff oonqirises an active staff ocn- 
sisting of the regular physicians and five consul¬ 
tant specialists, and a courtesy staff. All the 
physicians in IVlnce Georges county have been invit¬ 
ed to app>ly for uambershlp on the courtesy staff tor 
their convenience in treating local patients. The 
physiciane must poasees the qualificationsleconnend- 
ed by the American College of Surgeons in order to 
have free access to all the equipment and services 
the Qreenbelt hoapltal offers. 

In case of onergeney any physician licensed in 
Maryland or the District of Columbia may utilize the 
hospital, subject to the rules and regulations ladd 
down by the Board of Trustees and the medical staff. 

The town is Jusrtly proud of the progressive, co- 
op>erative spirit in which its municip>al hospital was 
founded and is being attninlstered. 


LOCAL AIRPORT OFFICIAL PTLCT SCHOOL 


Sohrom's Airpxjrt, on the outalpirts of Qreenbelt, 
has been selected as one of three fields in the 
Wtshington area to be used in the Civilian pilot 
training cotrse of Oeorge HsAingbon Ihiiverslty, it 
was announced last week. 

Other fields selected for the flight training, 
pert of the CItU Aeronautics Authority student pro¬ 
gram, will be the Confmssional Aiiport on the Rock¬ 
ville Pike and Beacon Field, Near Alexandria, Va. 

Ten students will receive training at the Green- 
belt Field. The Oob planes, used in the training 
program are described as "about as near foolpiroof 
as any plane made". Students have ccsqileted a 
ground course which began last October 1.
